Coca-Cola apologizes to family 
for ‘you retard* on bottle cap 



Action. Soft-drink giant 
vows to take steps to 
correct situation

Coca-Cola apologized Wednes¬ 
day to the family of an Alberta 
woman who was shocked to 
unscrew a bottle of the com¬ 
pany’s Vitaminwater and find 
the words ‘you retard’ printed 
inside the cap. 

Edmonton-based photog¬ 
rapher Blake Loates said she 
and her husband discovered 
the cap while out for dinner on 
Tuesday night. “We were both 
pretty shocked,” she said. 

What makes the situation 
even more upsetting to Loates 
is that her younger sister Fiona 
is living with cerebral palsy and 
autism and was taught that 
the “R-word” is completely un¬ 
acceptable. 

“The R-word is just some 
thing we don’t say in my 
family,” said Loates. “My dad 


is quite upset and is on a ram¬ 
page.” 

Her father, Doug Loates, 
who lives in Tacoma, Wash, 
with twin, 11-year-old daugh¬ 
ters Fiona and Maddi, stayed up 
all night writing letters to Coca- 
Cola, looking for an explana¬ 
tion for the offensive cap. 

“I am astonished that a 
major corporation could al¬ 
low someone to tarnish their 
brand,” he said. “Not everyone 
in Canada speaks French—like 
my daughter, Blake.” 

The caps are part of pro¬ 
motion run by the company, 
displaying a random English 
word, followed by a random 
French word. “Retard” in 
French means late or delayed. 

Since the issue was brought 
forward to Coca-Cola, the com¬ 
pany has been in touch with 
the Loates family to offer a sin¬ 
cere apology. 

“We did not mean to offend 
at all,” said Shannon Denny, dir¬ 
ector of brand communications 
for Coca-Cola Refreshment 
Canada. “We are certainly very 
apologetic for this oversight.” 

While Denny said the words 


were reviewed before going out 
to store shelves, they were re¬ 
viewed in their French context, 
not in both French and English. 

“When you look at the same 
word in English, it takes an of¬ 
fensive connotation,” Denny 
said. 

The process of matching the 
English and French words is 
supposed to be completely ran¬ 
dom, according to Denny, and 
the chances of those two words 
being paired together was slim. 

David Thomson, vice 
president of still beverages for 
Coca-Cola, said the remaining 
caps in their facilities have now 
been destroyed. 

“We have learned from this 
and it was a mistake,” he said. 
“At no point in time did we in¬ 
tend on offending anyone by 
any stretch and we have can¬ 
celled and moved on and have 
dealt with this as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Thomson said he will be 
drafting a formal apology letter 
to the Loates family that will 
also detail the course of action 
they will take to correct the 
situation.

Class 
sizes among 
highest in 
Alta, before 
budget cuts 

Even before Edmonton’s public 
school district approved a 2013- 
14 budget that axed 182 teach¬ 
ing positions, the average class 
size in the organization’s high 
schools was the third highest 
in the province, according to 
provincial data. 

Government data shows 
Parkland School Division, 
which serves students living in 
communities near Edmonton 
such as Spruce Grove, Stony 
Plain and Seba Beach, had the 
highest average high-school 
class size in the province in the 
2012-13 school year with 26.9 
students. 

That’s followed by the Cal¬ 
gary Public School Board with 
an average of 26.8 students in 
high-school classes and then 
Edmonton Public Schools with 
26.1 students. 

The Edmonton Catholic 
School District had an average 
of 25.3 students in high-school 
classes, while the Calgaiy Cath¬ 
olic School District had just 18. 

The provincial average for 
Grades 10-12 classes in Alberta 
in 2012-13 was 21.8 students. 

At Edmonton’s public 
and Catholic schools, class 
sizes range from school to 
school and are determined by 
principals, while keeping in 
mind guidelines from Alberta’s 
Commission on Learning. 

The provincial data breaks 
down average class size by 
school districts for all subjects 
for kindergarten-Grade 3, 
Grades 4-6, Grades 7-9 and 
Grades 10-12. 

The average class size in 
2012-13 in Alberta was 19.4 
students in kindergarten-Grade 
3, 21.9 students in Grades 4-6 
and 22.8 students in Grades

Data from the Calgary Home¬ 
less Foundation showing hous¬ 
ing the homeless saves tax¬ 
payers money reinforces the 
notion that housing the home¬ 
less makes economic sense, 
says the executive director of 
the Edmonton Homeless Com¬ 
mission. 

On Tuesday, the Calgary 
Homeless Foundation released 
new data, believed to be the 
first of its land, which shows 
more than $34,000 is saved 
in public services each time a 
Calgarian is moved out of an 
emergency shelter and into af¬ 
fordable housing. 


“It certainly just reinfor¬ 
ces what we’ve seen in other 
communities, that, again, end¬ 
ing chronic homelessness by 
housing and supporting people 
makes good economic sense,” 
said Jay Freeman, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Edmonton Home¬ 
less Commission. 

The data from Calgary states 
the total cost for a person in a 
shelter annually was $55,000 
compared to around $21,000 
for those moved into housing. 

“It means housing (clients) 
first delivers a return on invest¬ 
ment ... it’s a positive move,” 
said the foundation’s president 


John Rook. 

“Policy makers have come 
to recognize that ending 
chronic homelessness isn’t just 
the right thing to do from a 
humanistic point of view but 
it’s also the right thing to do 
from a financial point of view,” 
Freeman said.

Seven Albertans ranging in 
age from three to 78-years- 
old have fallen ill with E. 
coli infection after consum¬ 
ing unpasteurized cheese, 
according to the province’s 
chief medical officer of 
health. 

The Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency (CFIA) has 
issued a health hazard alert 
for certain raw-milk cheeses 
from Gort’s Gouda Cheese 
Farm in Salmon Arm, B.C. 

The products are linked 


to two cases of E. coli in Ed¬ 
monton and five in Calgary. 
There are an additional 
two possible cases that are 
pending further tests. 

“The most important 
thing is none of these people 
have been hospitalized and 
they’re all recovering,” said 
James Talbot, chief medical 
officer of health. 

The cheese has also been 
linked to one deadly E. coli 
case earlier this summer in 
B.C. 

“E. coli is an organism 
that can be fatal and we 
know that,” Talbot said. 
“It’s one of the reasons why 
we’re always vigilant wheth¬ 
er it’s in an unpasteurized 
cheese product or whether 
it’s in a hamburger.” 

Talbot said it’s taken 
some time to establish the 
source of the illness. 

“It’s like a detective in-

vestigation,” he said.

Talbot urged anyone 
who has the cheese in their 
fridge to discard it.

Four of 20 low-enrolment 
programs in the University of 
Alberta’s Faculty of Arts, in¬ 
cluding one program which 
had significantly more stu¬ 
dents than staff thought, no 
longer risk being suspended, 
according to dean Lesley Cor¬ 
mack. 

In August, Cormack began 
the process of suspending 


admission to 20 programs, 
all of which she said had 10 
or fewer students enrolled as 
majors over the past seven 
years. 

Staff were told in an inter¬ 
departmental memo that 
they had until Sept. 3 to write 
to the dean in defence of 
their programs. 

Cormack said after receiv¬ 
ing a lot of feedback she ul¬ 
timately decided to remove 
four programs from the chop¬ 
ping block. 

The saved programs and 
the rationale Cormack gave 
Metro for why they were 
saved are as follows: 

• BFA in Technical Theatre 

“It turned out that the 
way we were counting the 
students gave a false sense of 
how few students there were 
in the program. In fact there

were many students in the 
technical theatre program so 
it is no longer under threat of 
suspension.” 

Cormack said there are ac¬ 
tually 31 students in the tech¬ 
nical theatre major. 

• Major in Latin Amer¬ 
ican Studies 

“(It) has just spent the last 
year re-doing its curriculum 
and simplifying how it works 


and that was just passed 
through governance in March 
of this year so it seemed ap¬ 
propriate to give them a 
chance to see whether that 
was a successful strategy.” 

• Major in Scandinavian 
Language and Literature 

“Scandinavian studies, we 
had just hired a new profes¬ 
sor in that area explicitly 
tasked with the goal of in¬ 
creasing the enrollment in 
that major. It seemed appro¬ 
priate to give her some time 
to do that.” 

• Composition & Theory 
Concentration in the Bach¬ 
elor of Music Degree 

“They have been looking 
at the possibility of a differ¬ 
ent and direct route into the 
specialization.... They will 
be looking at different entiy 
points into the degree.”

Council. Wanted: Changes 
to provincial grants 



Mayor Stephen Mandel wants 
the province to take another 
look at how they help muni¬ 
cipalities build big capital pro¬ 
jects. 

During the final council 
meeting Wednesday, council¬ 
lors endorsed a letter Mandel 
will send to Premier Alison Red- 
ford asking her to review the 
municipal sustainability initia¬ 
tive (MSI). 

Mandel said the program, 
which gives municipalities 
money for capital projects, 
doesn’t take into account Ed¬ 
monton’s unique issues, like 
older infrastructure and bigger 
projects. 

“There are different kind of 


problems that we need to in¬ 
vest in that the smaller centres 
or different centres don’t have 
to wony about,” he said. “We 
have an older city; we have to 
put it into repairing older build¬ 
ings, older roads, so that is a 
substantial costs.” 

In the letter, Mandel writes 
that Edmonton needs more 
help bearing the cost of its 
neighbours. 

“Our municipality of 
820,000 people is bearing a 
disproportionate amount of 
expenditures that benefit a sur¬ 
rounding population of more 
than one million, without pro¬ 
portional revenue support.”

City to seek more area grocery stores 


Restrictive covenants. 
Competition Bureau 
should remove 
restrictions: Council 


City council is hoping to 
change legal restrictions that 
have kept grocery stores out of 
many city neighbourhoods. 

Councillors endorsed send¬ 


ing a letter to the federal Com¬ 
petition Bureau as the agency 
gets set to review the takeover 
of Safeway by Sobeys. 

The city has fought for years 
to remove covenants Safeway 
left behind on its former prop¬ 
erties that prevent new groceiy 
stores from opening up there. 

Coun. Don Iveson said the 
covenants have been a thorn in 
the city’s side for too long. 

“They have really, really im¬ 


peded development on some of 
these sites,” he said. 

He said neighbourhood gro¬ 
ceiy stores are really import¬ 
ant. “There is nothing people 
want more in their neighbour¬ 
hood than the ability to walk to 
buy groceries,” said Iveson. 

The Edmonton Federation 
of Community Leagues have 
long hoped to see the coven¬ 
ants removed as well. 

“It has been a really poor 


practice and it has undermined 
the ability of a lot of neighbour¬ 
hoods’ redevelopment,” said 
Allan Bolstad, the federation’s 
executive director. 

With Sobeys purchasing the 
Safeway stores, Bolstad said 
they fear the company may 
consolidate or close some loca¬ 
tions. “We want to make sure 
they don’t just scorch the earth 
behind them.”

Complaints. Alberta 
regulator setting scope 
for inquiry into oil smell 


Landowners in Alberta’s 
Peace River region will get a 
chance to tell the province’s 
energy-industiy regulator 
what they want to see in an 
inquiiy into a tar-lilce smell 
they say is making them sick. 

The Alberta Energy Regu¬ 
lator is to hold a meeting 
Oct. 7 in Peace River to set 
the scope for the inquiry into 
concerns expressed by people 
in the Three Creeks and Reno 
areas. 

Several companies in the 
region have cold heavy oil 
production sites which heat 
oil in tanks to separate it 
from sand. 

Residents claim the pro¬ 
cess creates a gas that escapes 
into the air and onto their 
properties, particularly dur¬ 
ing the night when cooler 
temperatures create an inver¬ 
sion. 

“It smells like when you’re 
right by a paving machine. 
That’s what our house smells 
like,” said Carmen Langer, 
whose family farm is next 


door to one of the operations. 

People complain of head¬ 
aches, burning eyes and 
throats that are itchy and 
parched. 

Langer’s parents used to 
live on the farm but had to 
move because of the smell. 
Others have moved out of the 
region too. 

Langer still lives on the 
farm but said he sleeps at 
friends’ places, a camper, or 
even a motel when the smell 
gets unbearable. 

A spokesman for the 
energy regulator, Bob Curran, 
said all of the companies have 
met regulatory standards. He 
said the inquiiy is the next 
stage to finding a solution. 

“Given that we’re still get¬ 
ting complaints even though 
the companies are meeting 
requirements, this is the next 
logical step,” Curran said 
Wednesday. 

Curran said the inquiry 
could make recommenda¬ 
tions to government based on 
its findings, the Canadian press

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Facebook pulls 
Parsons dating ad 


The use of photos of Rehtaeh 
Parsons in online dating ads 
posted on Facebook is upset¬ 
ting but ultimately an inevit¬ 
able reality of social media, 
an expert in Internet and pri¬ 
vacy law said Wednesday. 

Prof. Robert Currie of Dal- 
housie University in Halifax 
said companies are increas¬ 
ingly using automated pro¬ 
grams that rip photos from 
websites, and it was only a 
matter of time before the 
now-ubiquitous image of the 
17-year-old girl wound up 
somewhere it shouldn’t have. 

“This is how technology 
works and it’s another ex¬ 
ample of how little control 


anyone has over any image 
once it gets out into the In¬ 
ternet sphere,” said Currie. 

“It really seems to me to 
be an unfortunate accident 
that is causing a lot of grief 
and heartbreak to the Par¬ 
sons family and others who 
loved this girl and who were 
disturbed by this case. But it’s 
just the kind of thing that is 
going to happen.” 

The ads for ionechat.com 
featured pictures of Parsons 
under the heading, “Find 
Love in Canada! Meet Can¬ 
adian girls and women for 
friendship, dating or rela¬ 
tionships.” 

Parsons hanged herself in 


April and was taken off life 
support days later. Her family 
says her death was brought 
on by months of bullying 
following an alleged sexual 
assault. 

The administrator of 
ionechat.com, Anh Dung, 
said the photos used in the 
ads were a mistake and taken 
randomly from Google by a 
so-called image scraper. 

Facebook apologized for 
the ads, saying they were 
a “gross violation” of the 
company’s policies and 
have been removed. It also 
said ionechat.com has been 
banned from advertising on 
its website, the Canadian press 


Pro-rape chant. UBC society to donate 
$ 250 K for counselling, education 


A University of British Colum¬ 
bia undergraduate society in¬ 
volved in a frosh week chant 
glorifying the abuse of under¬ 
age girls has pledged to contrib¬ 
ute $250,000 for sexual-abuse 
counselling and education for 
students. 

The university released a 
report Wednesday about the 
incident, saying student lead¬ 
ers of the Commerce Under¬ 
graduate Society will be held 
accountable because they did 
nothing to stop the offensive 
chant heard by most first-year 
business students. 

However, the report found 
no evidence that any of the stu¬ 
dent leaders involved planned 


or directed students to use the 
chant, though four of them 
resigned over the scandal last 
week. The report called the 
chant an “oral tradition.” 

The song students sang on 
buses going back and forth to 
the university from a hotel in 
Richmond, B.C., spelled out the 
word “young” with the lyrics, 
“Y is for your sister ... U is for 
underage, N is for no consent.” 

Robert Helsley, dean at the 
Sauder School of Business, said 
he will ensure such events don’t 
happen again so all students 
can feel safe and welcome. 

The entire UBC community 
must embark on lasting change 
that will make such chants 


unacceptable, said university 
president Stephen Toope. 

“We all need to be involved 
— those who made serious mis¬ 
takes and misjudgments, and 
those who didn’t,” he said in a 
statement. 

Toope has appointed Louise 
Cowin, the vice-president of 
students, to lead a task force 
to come up with broader meas¬ 
ures to address the problem. 

Cowin said the task force, 
which will report back to Toope 
by early next year, will bring 
together academic experts in 
sexualized violence to consider 
what the university can do to 
make “transformative and ro¬ 
bust change.” the Canadian press

Investigation 


Piecing the 
facts together 

Transit officials gathered 
evidence and began to piece 
together what led to the colli¬ 
sion Wednesday. 

Glen Pilon, lead investiga¬ 
tor for the Transportation 


Safety Board of Canada, said 
recording equipment could 
detail the speed the vehicles 
were travelling, whether they 
braked before impact and 
whether they were working 
properly to determine what 
caused the crash. 

Passenger Gregoiy Mech 
was on the second level of the 


bus and described the impact 
that killed driver Dave Woo¬ 
dard and five passengers. 

“My personal assessment 
was that he did not brake. 
Others said he broke a second 
before impact,” he said. 

“We were all thrown 
forward,” he said, “but as the 
train was going through the 


crossing it was still moving 
forward.... We had a left-right 
shake.” 

Mech added that an 80- to 
90-degree turn in the road be¬ 
fore the rail crossing may have 
been a contributing factor. 

“You don’t see the crossing 
until you complete the curve.”

Ottawa. Impact kills 
driver, five passengers 
as witnesses look on 
in total disbelief 


Passengers aboard a double- 
decker bus screamed “Stop! 
Stop!” as the driver plowed 
through a flashing level cross¬ 
ing and into a passing VIA Rail 
train Wednesday morning, 
killing at least six people and 
injuring many more. 

The horrific collision 
sheared off the front of the 
bus and knocked the VIA loco¬ 
motive and one of four passen¬ 
ger cars off the tracks. 

Police confirmed six dead, 
while several area hospitals 
were flooded by 31 patients, in¬ 
cluding 11 in critical condition. 

“People started screaming, 
‘Stop, stop!’ because they could 
see the train coming down the 
track,” said student Tanner Tre- 
panier, who was on the upper

level of the new, double-decker 
OC Transpo bus. 

“There was a lot of scream¬ 
ing, but then people were ac¬ 
tually relatively calm, consid¬ 
ering the situation,” Trepanier 
said of the aftermath. 

“He must have lost his 
brakes,” said Pascal Lolgis, who 
saw the bus go through the 
barrier. “Or he had an... attack 
or whatever.... He just didn’t 
stop.” 

“I was just looking around, 
just watching things happen,” 
said another witness, Mark 
Cogan, who agreed the barrier 
was down. 

“I just thought maybe 
there’s a side way around or 
something, but instantly ... he 


went through the guard rail 
and just hammered the train 
and then it was just mayhem.” 

The accident occurred just 
outside a suburban Via sta¬ 
tion in the west end. The train 
tracks in the area cross both a 
major city street and a transit 
fine reserved for buses only. 

At a press conference, May¬ 
or Jim Watson summed up the 
shock of the crash and its ef¬ 
fect on the community. 

“The sorrow that we all feel 
is deep and I’m sure shared by 
all residents of Ottawa, and in 
fact all of Canada,” he said.

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U.S. firearms debate. 

Starbucks says guns not 
welcome, but not banned 


Starbucks has always tried 
to set itself apart by taking 
strong positions on progres¬ 
sive political issues. Now that 
reputation has landed the 
company in the middle of the 
heated national debate over 
gun laws. 

On Thursday, the Seattle- 
based company will run 
full-page ads in major news¬ 
papers, telling customers that 
guns are no longer welcome 
in its cafes. But Starbucks is 
stopping short of an outright 
ban, meaning that gun-toting 
customers will continue to be 
served. 

The move comes as the 
company finds itself at the 
centre of a fight it didn’t 
start. In recent months, gun- 
control advocates have been 
pressuring Starbucks to ban 
firearms, while supporters 
of gun rights have celebrated 
the company’s decision to 
defer to local laws. About a 
month ago, Starbucks shut 
down a store in Newtown, 
Conn., early to avoid a dem¬ 
onstration by gun-rights ad-

vocates. They had planned 
to stage a “Starbucks Appre¬ 
ciation Day,” bringing their 
firearms and turning the 
company into an unwitting 
supporter of gun rights.

Part of the 
brand’s attraction is the com¬ 
pany’s support of environ¬ 
mental issues and health-care 
benefits for workers. 

Yet with over 7,000 com¬ 
pany-owned stores across the 
country — in red states and 
blue — Starbucks is being 
forced to tread carefully with 
its special blend of politics 
and commerce.

Clicking “like” on Face- 
book is constitutionally 
protected free speech and 
can be considered the 
21st-centuiy equivalent 
of a campaign yard sign, 
a federal appeals court 
ruled Wednesday. 

The 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in 
Richmond reversed a 
lower court ruling that 
said merely “liking” a 
Faceboolc page was in¬ 
sufficient speech to merit 
constitutional protection. 

Exactly what a “like” 
means — if anything — 
played a part in a Virginia 
case involving six people 
who say Hampton Sheriff 
B .J. Roberts fired them for 
supporting an opponent 
in his 2009 re-election 
bid, which he won. The 
workers sued, saying their 
First Amendment rights 
were violated. 

The ruling protects 
free speech regardless of 
venue, whether a senti¬ 
ment is expressed in the 
physical world or online.

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Gunman visited 
hospital weeks 
before rampage 


Navy Yard shooting. 

Aaron Alexis wasn't 
stripped of security 
clearance despite his 
mental illness 


The Washington Navy Yard 
gunman visited two hospitals 
in the weeks before the ram¬ 
page but did not say he was de¬ 
pressed or having thoughts of 
harming himself or others, the 
Veterans Affairs Department 
said Wednesday. 

Aaron Alexis, a former Navy 
reservist who killed 12 people 
Monday before being slain in 
a police shootout, complained 
of insomnia during an Aug. 23 
emergency room visit at the VA 
Medical Center in Providence, 
R.I. He was given sleep medica¬ 
tion and was advised to follow 
up with a doctor. 

He made a similar visit five 
days later to the VA hospital in 
Washington, when he again 


complained of not being able 
to sleep because of his sched¬ 
ule. His medication was re¬ 
filled. 

Law enforcement officials 
have said the 34-year-old man 
was grappling with paranoia, 
hearing voices and convinced 
he was being followed. 

Two weeks before his ER 
visit, he complained to police 
in Rhode Island that people 
were talking to him through 
the walls of his hotel room and 
sending microwave vibrations 
into his body to deprive him of 
sleep. Newport police alerted 
the naval station, and they did 
not hear from him again. 

Meanwhile, Alexis’s mother 
said Wednesday she does not 
know why her son opened fire 
at the Navy Yard. 

“Aaron is now in a place 
where he can no longer do 
harm to anyone, and for that I 
am glad,” Cathleen Alexis said. 
“To the families of the victims, I 
am so so veiy sony that this has 
happened. My heart is broken.”

France’s pretty little girls 
may be denied a stage 


Move to ban beauty 
pageants for children. 

After all, there are 
no mini-Mr. contests, 
lawmaker says 


France’s Senate has voted to 
ban beauty pageants for chil¬ 
dren under 16, in an effort to 
protect girls from being sex- 
ualized too early. 

Anyone who enters a child 
into such a contest would face 
up to two years in prison and 
30,000 euros in fines. A pa¬ 
geant organizer lamented that 
the move was too severe. 

The Senate approved the 
measure 197-146 overnight, 
as an amendment to a law 
on women’s rights. The legis¬ 
lation must go to the lower 
house of parliament for fur¬ 
ther debate and another vote. 

Such beauty pageants, in¬ 
volving girls of all ages often 
heavily made up and dressed 


up, regularly elicit public de¬ 
bate in France and elsewhere. 

“The foundations of equal 
rights are threatened by the 
hyper-sexualization that 
touches children ... between 
6 and 12 years old,” said con¬ 
servative lawmaker Chantal 
Jouanno, who authored the 
amendment. 

“At this age, you need to 
concentrate on acquiring 
knowledge. Yet with mini- 
Miss competitions and other 
demonstrations, we are fixing 
the projectors on their physic¬ 
al appearance,” she said. 

She noted the amendment 
is primarily focused on pro¬ 
tecting girls. “When I asked 
an organizer why there were 
no mini-boy contests, I heard 
him respond that boys would 
not lower themselves like 
that.” 

The amendment’s lan¬ 
guage is brief but sweeping: 
“Organizing beauty competi¬ 
tions for children under 16 is 
banned.” the associated press

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s sweeping climate agen¬ 
da was in the spotlight on 
Capitol Hill on Wednesday 


with his two newly appointed 
environmental czars chiding 
those who doubt the exist¬ 
ence of climate change as 
congressional wrangling over 
TransCanada’s Keystone XL 
pipeline raged on. 

“The increase in the quan¬ 
tities of greenhouse gases in 
the atmosphere as a result of 
human activity, above all the 
combustion of fossil fuels, 
has reached the point that it 


is profoundly affecting the 
climate,” Energy Secretaiy 
Ernest Moniz told a hearing 
of the energy and commerce 
committee at the House of 
Representatives. 


Questions from lawmakers 
to Moniz and his colleague, 
Gina McCarthy, head of the 
powerful Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, focused on up¬ 
coming greenhouse gas emis¬ 


sions standards for existing 
power plants — regulations 
that opponents say will have a 
devastating economic impact 
on coal-producing states. 

Keystone XL wasn’t im¬ 
mediately a subject of discus¬ 
sion at the House hearing on 
Wednesday, possibly because 
both McCarthy and Moniz 
have steered clear on weigh¬ 
ing in on the merits of the 
pipeline. But outside the hear¬ 


ing, Eric Cantor, the majority 
leader of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, told the media 
that Republican House lead¬ 
ers plan to advance Keystone 
XL by inserting a resolution 
into legislation to raise the 
U.S. debt ceiling — the latest 
attempt to force the White 
House into green-lighting the 
project by attaching pro-pipe- 
line language to bigger bills.

Woman says she survived 
on com and rainwater 


A woman stranded for 16 
days in an abandoned well 
in central China said Wed¬ 
nesday she shouted for help 
every day and began to lose 
hope, but managed to survive 
on raw corn and rainwater. 

Su Qixiu, 48, was gather¬ 
ing herbs when she fell into 
the four-meter-deep well in a 
village in Henan province on 
Sept. 1. Her husband and chil¬ 
dren searched for her without 
success, but she was finally 
found Monday by a passerby, 


state media reported. 

“I shouted eveiy day in 
those 16 days. And spoke a lot 
of nonsense. I was scared and 
felt hopeless,” said Su, speak¬ 
ing slowly and weakly from 
her hospital bed. 

Su said she lost around 15 
kilograms and now weighed 
around 40-45 kilograms. Her 
doctor said that Su at first 
was unable to speak and had 
organ failure, but that her 
condition had stabilized.

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Walrus safety top 
of mind in Alaska 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is taking steps to 
protect hundreds of wal¬ 
rus that have gathered on 
Alaska’s northwest coast. 

Spokeswoman Andrea 
Medeiros said Wednes¬ 
day that the agency has 
begun its protocol to pre¬ 
vent stampedes among 
the animals that gather 
in close quarters on 
remote Arctic beaches. 
The measures include 
limiting flights in the 
area and warning nearby 
villages to avoid walrus 
herds. 

The World Wildlife 
Fund, using photographs 
taken Saturday by fed¬ 
eral scientists, estimates 
2,000 to 4,000 walrus 
have come ashore on a 
beach near Point Lay, an 
Inupiat Eskimo com¬ 
munity 1,120 kilometres 
northwest of Anchorage. 

If panicked by an air¬ 
plane, a human hunter 
or a polar bear, walrus 
can stampede for the 
ocean, crushing pups.

by a car in Europe.” 

It really moved him.

Predictions. It’s a 
historic year in the 
world of TV awards, 
with House of Cards 
the first online show 
to nab a nomination 


Emmy Awards ciystal-ball gaz¬ 
ing was so much easier in the 
old days, circa the last few years: 
ABC’s Modem Family would be 
honoured as best comedy series 
and a cable show. Homeland or 
Mad Men or such, would win 
best drama. 

Modem Family may earn 
its fourth consecutive trophy 
at Sunday’s ceremony. But 
the drama picture is murkier 
because of Netflix’s House of 
Cards, the first online program 
to be nominated for top series 
honours under a 2007 Emmy 
mle allowing digital contend¬ 
ers. 

“We didn’t believe it would 
take as long as six years-plus 
for the world to start looking to 
this new explosion of original 
content,” said Rob Barnett, who 
moved his career from cable 
(MTV, VH1) to online as founder 
and CEO of My Damn Channel. 
“But it’s clearly happening.” 

Whether House of Cards 
will actually claim the trophy 
is another matter. It took more 
than a decade before a cable 
show, HBO’s Sex and the City, 
prevailed as a top series winner; 
in an impatient world, might 
House of Cards compress the 
time frame? 

Or it is possible that astute 
Emmy voters smacked their 
foreheads, realized they had yet 
to crown AMC’s Breaking Bad 
as TV’s best drama and made 
amends? They should have, we 
say in unison. Here are some 
predictions for the 8 p.m. EDT 
ceremony on CBS hosted by 
Neil Patrick Harris — who, no 
Ouija board needed, will be reli¬ 
ably outstanding. 

Drama series 

Should win: Breaking Bad. It’s 
at the height of its power, and 
Walter White knows where 
you live. 

Will win: House of Cards. 
Ambitious politician trumps 
ambitious drug dealer in Wash¬ 
ington-bedazzled Hollywood.

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Killing time is over 


Dexter. As the series 
draws to a close, 
Michael C. Hall reflects 
on his complex 
character and what 
the future holds 


Dexter Morgan’s life seemed 
well-ordered at first glance, 
including the serial killer 
thing. That turned out to be 
unsustainable. 

As Dexter reaches its fi¬ 
nale, to air on Showtime 
Sunday at 9 p.m. Eastern, the 
character portrayed by actor 
Michael C. Hall is no longer 
strictly ruled by the code set 
down by his adoptive father 
upon noticing his son craved 
killing. Dexter was told only 
to murder people who are 
proven killers themselves 
and likely to kill again, and to 
thoroughly cover his tracks. 
The narrative device made it 
possible for viewers to toler¬ 
ate, even like, someone who 
did reprehensible things. 

“He’s so far from anything 


I experienced him to be at 
the beginning,” Hall said over 
lunch, a few weeks after film¬ 
ing the 96th and final episode 
of the series that began in 
2006. 

“He’s the same character, 
but he’s in many ways a dif¬ 
ferent person,” Hall said. “He 
had successfully compart¬ 
mentalized efficient killing 
and convinced himself that 
he is, in fact, incapable of 
authentic human emotion 
when we first met him. But 
that all falls apart, slowly but 
surely.” 

Without the writers pro¬ 
viding challenges, Dexter 
ran the risk of becoming an 
unimaginative murder-of-the- 
week procedural. Dexter’s 
boundaries were most se¬ 
verely tested at the end of the 
fourth season when his wife, 
Rita, was killed and in season 
six when his half-sister, De¬ 
bra (real life ex-wife Jennifer 
Carpenter), saw him knifing 
someone in the chest. 

“I’ve always thought that 
it was more interesting to 
challenge the audience’s af¬ 
fection for the character and 


to move him into choppy 
waters,” Hall said. 

He can appreciate people 
who say they like his work in 
Dexter. People who say they 
like Dexter is something else 
entirely, although Hall has 
his theories about those fans. 

“We live in a world where 
we have an increasing sense 
that we’re not in control 
... and Dexter, in his micro 
way, controls his universe 
and that is very appealing to 
some people,” he said. “We 
all have a sense of injustice in 
the world, and Dexter is cer¬ 
tainly exacting some form of 
justice within the confines of 
his own.” 

Of course, he said, “maybe 
it’s not that deep. Maybe 
people have murderous im¬ 
pulses they don’t act upon 
and enjoy watching some¬ 
body who gets away with it.” 

Dexter is going out strong. 
Ratings are higher during the 
current eighth and last sea¬ 
son than they’ve ever been. 
That’s a familiar pattern for 
many critically-acclaimed 
cable series that see their 
audiences grow as new fans 



discover the stories and binge 
on them while the show is on 
hiatus. 

The series was pivotal to 
Showtime’s development, 
said Matthew Blank, the net¬ 
work’s chief executive. “It 
really felt like this is what 
Showtime should be,” he 
said. Homeland and Ray Don¬ 
ovan may not have existed 
without its example. 

Showtime will look for 
ways to keep the character 
alive even after Dexter ends, 
Blank said. He wasn’t clear on 
how that would happen. 

Hall, 42, is measured in 
how he makes sure to say 


nothing revealing in advance 
about the finale. (“Some 
people will be happy with it, 
some people will be troubled 
by it,” he said. 

“Perhaps some people will 
be a combination of those 
things.”) 

He will miss certain things 
about playing Dexter. The 
character was decisive and 
didn’t hesitate to take action, 
even at times of extreme 
stress and even when that 
action was morally question¬ 
able. He’s looking forward 
to portraying people whose 
emotions are not stunted or 
buried. 


Best mistake he ever made 


Many fellow actors and friends 
told Hall he was making a 
mistake when he took the 
role of Dexter. A show about 
a serial killer? Who'd want to 
watch that? “I've certainly had 
the thought that I should quit 
while I was well ahead," he 
said. "When Six Feet Under 
ended, I imagined I would 
never do another television 
series, just because I thought 
it would be impossible that I 
would be so lucky that I would 
find something as successful."

That’s 
just the next step.” 

Meanwhile, he’s happy 
to get the exposure to Pais¬ 
ley’s huge and passionate 
fan base. 

“He has very loyal fans, 
so any of those I can steal 
while I’m opening for him, 
I will happily steal as many 
as I can,” Young said.

Revolution. UN team up 
to shine spotlight firmly 
on energy crisis 


The cast and crew of J.J. Abrams’ 
post-apocalyptic drama Revolu¬ 
tion are kicking off season two 
at the United Nations to discuss 
the basis of the show: what hap¬ 
pens to people when the power 
goes off 

Show runner Eric Kriplce 
and stars Billy Burke, Giancarlo 
Esposito and Tracy Spiridalcos 
are sitting down with officials 
at the UN Tuesday to talk about 
the plight of the one-fifth of the 
world’s population that lives 
without electricity. 

The event was sparked by 
two UN Undersecretaries Gen¬ 
eral — and fans of Revolution 
— who reached out to Abrams’ 
Bad Robot production house 
and said they could use some 
help shining a light on the 
global energy crisis. 

“When J.J. and I were cook¬ 
ing up Revolution we talked a 
lot about how we are this tech¬ 
nology-dependent society and if 
you remove that infrastructure, 
much of a society would col¬ 
lapse as a result of something so 
simple and basic — and Revolu¬ 
tion is basically about that at its 
core underneath all the action 
and sword swinging,” Kriplce 



said. He said the UN outreach 
was “surreal.” 

Rebecca Goldman, direc¬ 
tor of Good Robot, Bad Robot’s 
philanthropic arm, says the UN 
foundation’s focus on energy 
access seemed like a perfect 
match. The show’s writers will 
sit down with five UN workers 
with experience in places like 
Syria, Sudan, Afghanistan and 
the Republic of Congo. 

“These are people who were 
negotiating directly with war¬ 
lords for the release of child sol¬ 
diers and trying to create infra¬ 
structure in places that don’t 
have any power,” Kriplce said, 
“and can give you boots-on-the- 
ground perspective on what life 
was like.” the associated press

Author Jo Piazza knows what 
it’s like to be a love addict. 

“I was a complete neurotic 
dater when I was in my 20s. I 
used to Google stalk my boy¬ 
friends, drive past their houses 
and I went completely insane 
during some breakups,” says 
the author of the new book 
Love Rehab: A Novel in 12 
Steps. But Piazza knows she 
isn’t the only girl in the world 
who has done crazy things for 
love. While researching the 
book and her main character, 
Sophie, Piazza discovered ac¬ 


tual love rehab centres where 
forlorn women are coached 
through their obsessions. They 
get help to overcome past re¬ 
lationships while also learning 
how to be independent. 

“Sophie became this com¬ 
bination of my own experi¬ 
ences, my friends’ experiences 
and stories from around 500 
women I interviewed at differ¬ 
ent rehab centres,” Piazza tells 
Metro. “I also contacted an an¬ 
thropology professor. She told 
me the feelings you get from 
love are the same you get from 
cocaine. When those feelings 
go away, you go through with¬ 
drawal in the same way (as 
when you quit drugs).” 

Piazza points to our gen¬ 
eration’s preoccupation with 
social media as to why anx¬ 
iety surrounds many women 
and their relationships. You 
can really keep an eye on your 
current boyfriend (or your ex) 
thanks to sites like Faceboolc, 
Twitter and Instagram. The 
life-snippets and images they 
promote let the imagination 
run wild. 

“In rehab, women actually 


get to identify their addictions. 
They realize that eveiyone does 
the same things,” she says. 
“Most women in rehab don’t 
want to get out of their rela¬ 
tionships even though they are 
really bad for them. They are 
scared of being alone, and that 
fear drives so many women to 
bad behaviour.” 

For Piazza, writing Love 
Rehab was her own cathartic 


experience. “While I was writ¬ 
ing this book, I really evaluated 
myself and my relationships,” 
she recounts. “I thought about 
what I had done wrong and 
right; in a lot of ways, this book 
puts me in a very good place — 
a place where I have met a good 
guy who treats me really well 
and with whom I haven’t had 
any drama — fingers crossed.”

Don't forget leasing. 

Proof from the U.S. 
shows that savings 
are there to be made

Ben Kunz wanted to do “the 
green thing” and save on his 
electric bill without paying 


a lot of money up front. So 
instead of buying a solar sys¬ 
tem for his house in Chesh¬ 
ire, Conn., he leased one. 

“I thought it was a pretty 
good deal,” he said. 

“I lean a little environ¬ 
mentalist so I’m concerned 
about global warming.” In¬ 
creasing numbers of U.S. 
homeowners are relying on 
the sun to meet much of 
their hot water and electri¬ 
city needs. 

In fact, residential elec¬ 


tricity produced by solar in 
the first quarter of 2013 was 
almost 10 times higher than 
that generated in 2008, ac¬ 
cording to the Solar Energy 
Industries Association. 

But the potential for 
more is huge. Consider this: 
“The amount of solar energy 
falling on the United States 
in one hour of noontime 
summer sun is about equal 
to the annual U.S. electricity 
demand,” the Energy De¬ 
partment says in its SunShot 
Vision Study. 

“Saving money and being 
energy efficient rank really 
high with consumers to¬ 
day,” said Kit Selzer, a senior 
editor at Better Homes and 
Gardens. 

A Gallup poll in March 
found that 76 per cent of 
Americans thought the 
country should put more 
emphasis on producing do¬ 
mestic energy from solar 
power. 

So what’s stopping more 
folks from going solar? 

“We found that a lot of 
people were afraid to go 
solar because they were too 
afraid of what they didn’t 
know,” said Ketch Ryan, 
who had a solar energy sys¬ 


tem installed in her Chevy 
Chase, Md., house several 
years ago. 

To help neighbours, Ryan 
and Kirk Renaud founded 
a co-operative, Common 
Cents Solar, “to make sure 
we didn’t have to reinvent 
the wheel. We can do it 
together and we can do it 
more efficiently.” 

The first thing is to get 
your roof assessed to see 
whether it’s viable for solar. 
The roof’s condition, ma¬ 
terial and angle are among 
the considerations. 

One misconception is 
that you need a south-facing 
roof. While south is opti¬ 
mal, solar can be installed 
on roofs facing east and 
west, too. “Walk outside on 
a sunny day and look at the 
roof,” advises Rhone Resch, 
president and CEO of the 
Solar Energy Industries As¬ 
sociation. 

Is the roof covered with 
shade? If not, your house 
may be a good candidate for 
solar. Some solar companies 
use Google maps for a first 
look before sending out staff 
for a fuller assessment. 

Kunz says he’s saving 
money. 


Another option 


Can't afford 
going solar? 
Try leasing 

Leasing has opened up solar 
to a whole new group of 
homeowners, said Jonathan 
Bass, SolarCity spokesman. 

“We think of ourselves as 
an energy provider,” he said. 
“Installation is free and the 
customer pays for electricity.” 

Solar-generated electri¬ 
city, that is, for a monthly 
fee. The cost is lower than 
if purchased through the 
electric company. 

“We insure the system for 


He now pays about $140 
or $150 for electricity each 
month, down from about 
$220. And the total includes 
his $115 lease payment to 
SolarCity, a California-based 
solar company that operates 
in 14 U.S. states. 

Cost is another factor 
that holds people back. 
Purchasing and installing a 
solar system can cost thou- 


the customer,” Bass said. “We 
provide monitoring service.

Jeff Hodgkinson of Mesa, 
Ariz., said it was that full- 
service option that prompted 
him to lease. He paid the full 
cost of the 20-year lease at 
the start and expects to begin 
realizing the savings in about 
five years. 

Going solar for his electricity 
and hot water was part of a 
broader effort, he said. “One 
of the things I wanted to do 
was make the house veiy 
energy efficient.”

Don’t let your patio get the winter blahs 


Sharing a meal or relaxing on 
a deck, patio or balcony can 
be the highlight of a sum¬ 
mer day. And when the sea¬ 
son changes, proper care can 
make your outdoor furniture 
last for summers to come. 

Whether you have a pricey 
patio set or something more 
modest, experts recommend 
some simple steps for upkeep 
and storage. 

Often, outdoor furniture 
“is a bit of an investment, so 
it makes sense to put effort 
into protecting and main¬ 
taining what you have in your 


yard,” says Matt Blashaw, a li¬ 
censed contractor and host of 
DIY Network’s Yard Crashers. 

Look for cover 

Ideally, it’s best to store 
any type of patio furniture 

— metal, plastic or wood 

— indoors during harsh 
weather. If that’s not pos¬ 
sible, Blashaw recommends 
weather-proof covers, or at 
least some simple poly/vinyl 
tarps secured with straps or 
weighted down. 

“There are furniture cov¬ 
ers of just about eveiy shape 


and size available,” he says, 
adding that the newest ones 
are waterproof and UV-treat- 
ed for protection. 

Measure your pieces be¬ 
fore you buy covers to ensure 
the right fit. You can also ask 
for manufacturer guidelines 
that may help you choose the 
correct style. 

Careful cleaning 

Before you store patio furni¬ 
ture, make sure it’s free of 
dirt and debris. 

Lowe’s Home Improve¬ 
ment spokeswoman Colleen 


Maiura tells customers to 
check the manufacturer’s 
directions before using any 
cleaning products. 

For most materials, how¬ 
ever, you’ll just need soap and 
water, she says. Consider using 
a pressure washer on a low set¬ 
ting (1,200 to 1,350 pounds per 
square inch) to make the job 
go even more quickly. 

For acrylic cushions, Mai¬ 
ura recommends spot clean¬ 
ing with a sponge, mild soap 
and water. Make sure the 
cushions are completely dry 
before storing them. 


Must-do maintenance 

Some additional mainten¬ 
ance can keep your set func¬ 
tional and looking fabulous. 

For wood, you may need 
to oil or varnish it, depending 
on the type. For wicker, you 
may have to wax if it’s not 
water-resistant. 

Some metal frames require 
paint touch-ups, but most are 
made to be rust-resistant or 
rust-free. If your set is not, 
consider using paste wax or 
naval jelly for protection. 
Some rusted metals can be 
professionally powder-coated, 


making them look new again. 

Wear out the warranty 

Blashaw says one of the big¬ 
gest mistakes homeowners 
make with outdoor furniture 
is throwing it out instead of 
making simple repairs with 
parts covered under warranty. 

“Keep the receipt, and if 
the furniture does not hold 
up to the regular ‘wear and 
tear’ promise within the 
warranty period, contact the 
manufacturer and get your¬ 
self a brand new set,” he says. 
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Keep your basement flood-free

Many homeowners are sur¬ 
prised to hear that water 
damage is the most common 
insurance claim. Water dam¬ 
age — often in the form of a 
flooded basement — can come 
out of nowhere and cause ex¬ 
tensive damage to your home.

Have your plumbing looked 
at and water fines insulated. 
Cleaning all fines can help re¬ 
move clogs. Clogs cause back¬ 
ups, which can freeze and 
weaken pipes — and potential¬ 
ly cause bursting. Wrap your 
pipes with insulation designed 
for plumbing to protect them. 

Add insulation 

This is one of the lowest- 
cost options for improving 
the energy efficiency of your 
home. The proper amount of 
insulation depends on the cli¬ 
mate you five in. Obviously, 
the colder the weather, the 
more you need. Look in your 
attic: If you see exposed two- 
by-fours, you are due for more 
insulation, metro 


discovered and dealt with im¬ 
mediately. 

Keep drains clear 

It may seem simple, but many 
homeowners need to be re¬ 
minded to keep their basement 
drains clear of obstructions. 
That means moving large ob¬ 
jects such as furniture and mak¬ 
ing sure the drain is not sitting 


under a layer of dirt or debris. 
In older houses, drains may 
need to be snaked to ensure 
they can do their job properly. 

Install a sump pump and 
backflow valves 

This wifi greatly reduce the 
frequency and severity of base¬ 
ment flooding. Backflow valves 
or plugs can be installed on 


drains, toilets and other sewer 
connections to prevent water 
from entering the home. 

Move items that are in flood- 
prone areas 

The 10 minutes spent on in¬ 
specting your home for items 
that are in flood-prone areas 
could save hours later. Make 
sure you store important docu¬ 


ments and irreplaceable per¬ 
sonal items where they will not 
be damaged. 

“ft is important for home- 
owners to go over their insur¬ 
ance policy yearly with a rep¬ 
resentative,” adds Jenner. “This 
will make sure you have the 
coverage you need.”

Homebuyers, prepare your¬ 
selves. Experts recommend set¬ 
ting aside approximately two 
to three per cent of a home’s 
purchase price for “hidden” 
fees such as: 

Realtor fees: If you are sell¬ 


ing a home while in the process 
of buying a new one, and have 
used a realtor, you will pay a 
hefty fee for their service. The 
going rate in Canada is seven 
per cent on the first $100,000 
and 3.5 per cent on the remain¬ 
ing purchase price balance. 

Legal: To finalize your home 
purchase you will have to hire 
a lawyer/notary to process the 
deal. 

Land transfer tax: This is 


likely the most expensive as¬ 
pect of closing costs for a re¬ 
sale home, which is typically 
less than two per cent of the 
value of the property. It is a 
provincial or municipal fee for 
a change in real estate owner¬ 
ship. 

Closing adjustments: Dis¬ 
bursements are property ex¬ 
penses that sellers have paid 
and need to be reimbursed for 
such things as utilities, munici¬ 


pal property tax, and condo or 
maintenance fees. 

Home inspection: Though 
home inspections cost as much 
as $500, they can save major 
headaches later on. Inspect¬ 
ors render an opinion on the 
condition of the property and 
state what needs replacement 
or repair. If there is something 
majorly wrong with your prop¬ 
erty, an inspector should be 
able to detect it and your real¬ 


tor can advise on whether you 
should proceed with the pur¬ 
chase. 

Appraisal fees: These typ¬ 
ically range between $150 to 
$300. However, if a mortgage 
is insured through the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration, Genworth or Canada 
Guarantee, the fees are gener¬ 
ally waived. Appraisals are a 
tool to help buyers determine 
a home’s market value. 


GST: If you are buying a new 
home, you will pay GST, and 
may qualify for a rebate. 

Interest adjustments: This is 
the amount of interest you will 
need to pay between the date 
of your closing and first mort¬ 
gage payment. 

Other hidden fees include 
home and title insurance, util¬ 
ity hook-up costs, an Estopple 
certificate (for condominiums), 
and moving costs.

Stats show that people who 
track their money and set 
financial goals are far more 
likely to achieve them com¬ 
pared with those who don’t.

MAKE OVER A HOME

While an entire home renovation is not al¬ 
ways feasible, there are ways to dramatic¬ 
ally make over the home using paint.
